OR  the  purpose  of  this  discussion  the  College  Man  may  be 
defined  as  the  product  of  the  college  or  university.  Two 
questions  may  be  asked  concerning  the  College  Man,  viz : — 
What  has  he  a  right  to  expect  of  himself?  What  has  the  world 
a  right  to  expect  of  him?  The  answer  to  these  questions  will 
establish  a  standard  with  which  he  may  measure  his  power. 

The  college  cannot  create  genius.  Its  product  cannot  be 
more  than  a  higher  development  of  the  raw  material  on  which 
it  operates.  With  most  of  this  material  the  room  for  such  im- 
provement is  great,  not  merely  as  growth  in  the  acquirement  of 
knowledge  but  in  improvement  in  character,  traits,  personal 
attractiveness  and  general  ability.  Therefore,  one  may  con- 
fidently expect,  as  a  result  of  his  years  of  study  and  experience 
in  college,  a  substantial  improvement  upon  his  individual 
powers,  commensurate  with  his  expenditure  of  time,  effort  and 
money.  If  he  is  not  a  better  man  in  every  way— if  all  of  his 
native  talents  have  not  come  to  fuller  expression  by  reason  of 
his  college  experience,  something  is  wrong. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  a  college  man  finds  that  he  has 
developed  one  side  of  his  being  at  the  cost  of  neglect  of  another 
side;  that  is  unfortunate.  Sometimes  he  attains  great  giowth 
in  certain  respects  and  deteriorates  in  others;  that  is  pitiful. 
If  his  development  is  anything  less  than  an  improvement  in  all 
respects,  it  fails  to  accomplish  a  complete  I'ctuiii  foi'  the  in- 
vestment. If  he  has  acquired  certain  desirable  things  froju 


his  instructors,  but  on  the  other  hand,  has  learned  l)ad  habits, 
the  whole  project  is  a  failure,  for  what  shall  a  jnan  give  in  ex- 
change for  his  soul? 

Every  i)ers()n,  therefoi'e,  who  has  graduated  from  a  college 
and  has  thus))ecome  a  college  representative,  should  first  of  all  he 
al)le  to  satisfy  himself  that  he  has  achieved  a  positive  develop- 
ment for  the  })ettei'  in  all  pei'soiial  Cjualities,  in  character  and  in 
power.  He  must  be  a  hcttei-  man  spii'itually,  jihysically,  in- 
tellectually and  professionally.  This  is  indeed  a  lot'ly  ohject 
to  strive  for;  a  prize  of  inestimal)le  value:  and  yet.  hariiiig 
conditions  beyond  control,  this  great  prize  is  attainable  l)y  ev(>rv 
young  man  and  woman  of  average  ability.  How  many  under- 
graduates realize  this  or  so  order  their  lives  as  to  achieve  it? 
How  many  are  content  with  a  partial  or  one-sided  utilization  of 
their  college  ()])port  unit  ies  without  gi-asping  the  principle  tiiat 
anything  less  than  a  fully  developed  and  well  rounded  result 
is  imi)(Ml'ect  and  unsatisfactory?  The  College  Man,  when  he 
surv(\vs  himself,  should  find  that  li(>  possesses  u-seful  knowledge, 
the  ability  to  work  ethcieiuly,  strong  character,  a  high  sense 
of  his  moial  icsponsibility  to  man  and  to  Cod,  an  appreciation 
of  ai't  and  natui-c  in  .-ill  their  forms,  and  a  toh'ranee  and  lireatlth 
of  view  toward  ot  hers. 

What  has  the  public  a  right  to  e\|)ect  of  the  College  Man? 
Society  foi-  its  own  pidtection  and  advantage  encourages  educa- 
tion.     It    pa\-s   the  cost    of  maintaining   I'tirdui^   I'liiversity  for 
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IK)  oilier  reason.  On  this  account  the  educated  person — the 
( "olleoo  Man — sustains  an  obhg;ation  to  society  which  he  cannot 
deny.  He  may  shirk  it  but  the  debt  exists  and  can  only  be 
cancelled  by  an  Jionorable  relation  which  he  should  be  the  last 
to  i'e|)udi;ite.  Society  has  great  needs,  many  of  which  only  the 
educated  person  can  supply;  it  also  needs  some  things  of  which 
it  is  not  even  conscious  and  hence  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
educated  person  in  turn  to  educate  society.  The  duty  of  the 
College  Man  to  society  is,  tlierefore,  not  only  that  of  a  servant 
l)ut  of  a  leader  and  teacher.  Society  has  work  to  be  done  in 
siip|)lying  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  transportation  for  its 
mendxMs:  its  health  is  to  be  guarded;  its  public  utilities  ad- 
ministeicd ;  its  possessions  in  the  form  of  natural  resources, 
preseiNcd.  Society  expects  the  College  Man  and  particularly 
Purdue  men  ami  women  to  have  a  large  part  in  rendering  such 
service  and  will  pay  them  liberally.  Other  functions  of  society, 
such  as  education  and  government,  demand  the  co-operation 
of  college  men  and  women  in  a  moi'e  altruistic  sense.  Finally, 
society  demands  of  its  educated  nuMubers  moi'c  than  of  any 
others,  patriotic  and  ci\ic  devotion  to  its  ideals. 


Curiously  enough,  as  we  rise  in  this  list  from  the  utilitarian 
to  the  ideal,  the  tangible  rewards  diminish  and,  unfortunately, 
the  young  graduate  is  apt  to  respond  most  promptly  to  those 
demands  of  society  which  bring  pecuniary  reward.  But  the 
College  Man  we  have  in  mind  is  the  one  who  has,  through  ma- 
turing years,  cherished  the  ideals  and  enthusiasms  of  youth 
and  who  sees  revealed  the  truths  of  life  at  their  real  value.  It 
is  to  him  that  society  turns  for  the  highest  kind  of  citizenship  and 
it  is  in  such  a  capacity  that  the  college  man  must  pay  his  debt. 
As  a  servant  doing  merely  utilitarian  work  he  is  making  the 
least  return.  As  a  leader  in  promoting  those  things  of  highest 
value  to  his  Nation  and  his  state,  he  renders  the  highest  return. 
Acknowledging  his  obligations  to  societj^,  the  College  Man 
should  be  responsive  to  these  demands  upon  his  time  and 
powers,  with  a  high  sense  of  civic  duty. 

These  things,  therefore,  characterize  the  ideal  College  Man 
and  determine  his  usefulness — his  'preparation,  which  develops 
in  him  certain  qualities  and  powers;  and  his  place  in  society  in 
exercising  those  functions  for  which  he  has  been  trained,  'for 
the  welfare  of  his  fellow  men.

The  General  Progress  of  the  University  as  a  Whole

ANOTHIilR  year  has  rolled  by  and  some  substantial  piofj,- 
ress  may  be  noted  in  the  development  of  Purdue. 
Stanley  Coulter  Hall  is  completed  and  occupies  a  promi- 
nent and  central  position  on  the  campus.  The  Veterinary  build- 
ing was  finished  and  occupied  during  the  last  year  and  plans 
have  also  been  made  for  a  magnificent  new  armory  which  will 
occupy  the  site  of  the  one  recently  destroyed  by  fire.  With 
its  completion  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  instructors  in 
military  science  Purdue  will  be  well  equipped  to  render  a  good 
national  service. 

With  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year  Professor  Thomas 
CJreene  Alf'ord  will  take  up  his  duties  as  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Purdue  Student  Union.  It  is  hoped  that  within  two 
years  a  commodious  and  attractive  Student  Union  building  will 
be  erected  on  the  campus.  There  could  be  no  in()i(-  valuable 
addition  to  our  equipment  than  a  building  of  this  kind.  It 
wo\dd  serve  as  a  clearing  house  foi-  al  University  activities  and 
would  help  to  coordinate  the  democratic  forces  of  the  institution. 

There  has  been  considerable  agitat On  during  th(>  past  few 
years  of  the  problem  of  engineering  experiment  stations  and 
it  is  the  hope  that  the  near  future  will  see  such  an  institution 
at   Puixlue.     An  engineering  exixM'imciit  station   might    1k'  cx-

One  of  the  marked  featuii-s  of  the  growth  of  the  rniversily 
in  leccnt  Ncais  has  been  the  increased  attendance  of  women, 
'i'here  are  now  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  women  enrolletl 
ill  the  University  and  it  is  v('r\-  ('\ident  that  th(>  demand  for  a 
new  woiiKMi's  building  will   bccoiiic  \ii-gcnl    in   the  near  future. 

The  bond  between  the  I'lii veisity  and  the  general  jjublic  has 
been  greatly  strengthened  within  the  past  year.  The  Agri- 
cultural Ivxtension  Dejj.irt  iiieiit  has  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with 
this  process  ami  the  l!i).i;l  School  conducted  aiimially  by  t  he 
School  of  ( 'ivil  J'>ngineering  has  been  a  pot(Mit  factor. 

A  close  observer  of  student  alTairs  at  the  University  cannot 
fail  to  notice  the  increased  inteiesi  which  stiideiii-  have  taken 
in  University  affairs  and  also  the  increased  resp()nsil>ility  which 
they  have  assumed.  The  work  of  the  Student  Council  and  the 
Pui'due  Varsity  (  lub,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Purdue  Union  Coin- 
miltce,  has  been  more  marked  and  effective  during  tiie  year 
just  close;l.  'i"he  weekly  convocation  exercises  also  make 
for  the  solidarity  of  the  I'liiversity  body.

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Purdue's  Growth

IN  1882  Purdue  was  a  small  college  with  her  reputation  as 
a  tccliiiical  school  yet  to  be  made.  At  first  Purdue  was 
UK-rely  a  lilcrary,  scientific  and  classical  institution  and  her 
students  came  largely  from  the  immediate  vicinity.  Technical 
instinct  ion  in  1882  was  yet  in  its  infancy,  there  being  but  one 
iiist  luctoi'  in  agricultui'c  and  one  in  engineering.  The  course 
in  pharmacy  came  much  later. 

Tiic  original  campus  comprised  only  about  twenty  acres, 
liounded  on  th<>  south  by  State  street,  on  the  east  by  a  farm 
fence,  just  east  of  the  drive  leading  north  from  the  main  en- 
trance and  on  the  north  and  west  as  at  present.  It  was  sur- 
rniindcd  on  all  sides  b}'  fields  in  which  farm  crops  were  grown. 

The  college  buildings  in  1882  were  Ladies'  Hall,  University 
Flail,  Purdue  Hall  (then  the  men's  Dorm.),  the  Armory  (since 
Ituiiicd),  lli(-  south  end  of  what  is  now  the  Pharmacy  Building 
I  then  known  as  the  Chemistry  and  Physics  Building),  the  old 
Kngine  House  which  stood  just  in  front  of  the  Science 
Annex,  and  .\giicult  ural  Hall,  a  small  two-story  building 
of  seven  I'ooins  with  a  rear  one-story  wing  for  storing  the 
experimental  crops.  The  last  named  building  stood  near  State 
and  Marstcllai'  streets  in  the  noi'theast  corner  of  an  experi- 
mental field  of  ten  acres.  In  1882  th(>  l)uil(lings  devoted  wholly 
or  in  i)art  to  instructional  pur])oses  were  four  in  number  as 
against  twenty  at  the  |)rcsent  time.  With  the  exception  of 
Chejnistry,  Physics,  Industrial  Ai't  (taught  in  Ladies'  Hall), 
and  a  slijn  intellectual  diet  of  Agi'icultural  and  Engineering 
sulijects,  the  inst  iiicl  ion  was  adniinisteicd  in   Universit.y    Hall. 


This  building  also  afforded  rooms  for  the  administrative  officers, 
library,  and  two  literary  societies.  The  University  Hall  was 
then,  as  now,  a  veritable  bee-hive  of  industry  and  the  center  of 
the  college  activities.  The  Men's  Dorm.,  however,  was  with 
becoming  regularity,  the  storm  center  of  our  little  college  world 
and  the  erst-while  members  of  the  "A.  0.  of  D.  D."  could  many 
a  tale  unfold  of  pranks  of  "ye  olden  time."  Everbody  knew 
everybody  in  the  "good  old  days"  when  the  little  college  family 
met  regularly  five  times  a  week  in  the  little  box-like  chapel  on 
the  third  floor  of  University  Hall. 

The  "tank-scrap"  with  its  long  drawn-out  preliminary  dis- 
turbance of  all  college  functions,  its  nights  made  resonant  with 
the  cry  of  "freshmen  out"  and  its  attendant  outpouring  of  the 
populace  which  drained  even  the  dregs  of  the  city,  and  the 
"Mechanics  Burning,"  with  its  mock  solemnity  and  grewsome 
details,  have  gone  never  to  return.  Yes,  they  have  gone,  but 
at  what  cost,  only  those  who  were  eye  witnesses  will  ever  know. 
Thanks  to  the  dead  heroes  of  the  ill-fated  Purdue  Special, 
and  the  resultant  Memorial  Gymnasium;  thanks  to  Mrs.  Eliza 
Fowler's  bequest — Fowler  Hall,  with  its  enlarging,  uplifting  and 
refining  influence  upon  the  University  and  community  life; 
thanks  to  the  coming  of  a  saner  day  with  its  dictum  "Safety 
First"  in  sport  as  well  as  in  business,  we  are  steadily — perhaps 
at  times  imperceptibly — yet  surely  approaching  the  golden  age. 

Though  young  women  were  never  denied  admission  to 
Purdue,  the  institution  was  known  for  years  only  as  a  school 
for  young  men.  It  was  then  thought  by  some  that  young 
women  would  prefer  to  go  where  the  lighter  accomplishments 
were  taught.  The  wisdom  of  offering  courses  in  serious  sub- 
jects, especially  for  women,  was  gravely  questioned.     But  the 
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women  continued  to  knock  until  the  doors  of  the  University, 
at  first  only  slightly  ajar,  swung  wide  open  for  their  admission. 

With  the  erection  of  the  present  Agricultural  Hall,  which  gave 
tangible  evidence  of  the  purpose  of  the  University  authorities  to 
encourage  agricultural  education,  and  the  advent,  a  little  later, 
of  the  Corn  School  and  Stockman's  Convention,  which  soon 
developed  into  the  annual  Farmer's  Short  Course,  the  agricul- 
tural side  of  Purdue  began  to  grow.  To  those,  who  for  years 
watched  with  keen  solicitude  the  feeble  growth  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  which  came  limping  along  regularly  at  the 
"tail  of  the  procession,"  the  recent  rapid  development  of  the 
School  of  Agriculture  into  the  largest  single  school  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  indeed  highly  gratifying. 

For  some  years,  in  the  80's  and  early  90's,  the  trend  of  the 
institution  was  strongly  toward  the  technical  and  especially 
the  engineering  subjects.  General  science,  language,  history 
and  economics  were — shall  I  say — tolerated  because  they  were 
recognized  as  necessary  means  to  desired  ends.  In  more  recent 
years  these  cultural  and  humanitarian  subjects  are  gradually 
taking  their  place  in  the  University's  system  of  education. 

The  swing  of  the  pendulum  in  the  world's  history  is  also 
clearly  discerned  in  the  development  of  Purdue  University. 
In  the  past  thirty-five  years  there  have  been  three  presidents  of 
the  University,  each  differing  strongly  from  the  others,  and 
three  distinct  regimes  of  University  administration  and  life. 

President  White,  a  tall  man  of  striking  appearance  with 
iron-gray  hair  and  beard,  was  a  courtly,  scholarly  gentleman  of 
the  "old  school."     He  had  a  clear  vision  of  the  value  and  im- 


portance of  industrial  training  and  a  very  sj'mpathetic  leaning 
toward  it;  but  his  work  was  cut  short  by  his  i-osign:ition  at  the 
close  of  the  college  year  1882-3. 

It  remained,  liowever,  foi-  liis  successor.  President  Smart, 
to  set  the  current  strongly  in  favor  of  technical  education  and 
make  it  the  dominant  feature  of  the  University.  Tliough  hancU- 
capped  with  failing  eye-sight  and  iin]):iired  health.  Dr.  Smart 
by  his  keen  insight  into  the  trend  of  events,  knowledge  of  men, 
and  ability  to  influence  legislation,  really  compelled  victory 
when  defeat  seemed  imminent.  President  Smart  loved  to  "see 
things  move."  He  was  keen  to  see  and  quick  to  seize  the  op- 
portunity of  the  hour.  Discerning  that  the  time  was  ripe  for 
an  advance  in  engineering  education,  he  gave  himself  with 
abandon  to  the  building  up  of  tlie  courses  in  engineei-ing. 

The  legime  of  President  Stone  really  Ix-gan  when  he  was  vice- 
president  in  the  closing  years  of  President  Smart's  life.  President 
Stone's  administration  has  been  the  era  of  quiet  organization, 
of  systematizing  and  knitting  together,  the  era  of  increasing 
efficiency  through  the  more  hahuiced  growth  of  the  institution. 
Conservative,  with  square  dealing  for  l)()th  instructor  and 
student,  Dr.  Stone  has  persistently  and  elTectively  pui'sueil 
high  i<l(-als  of  both  general  and  technical  education,  and.  under 
his  deliberate  and  wise  guidance.  Purdue  is  rendering  her 
most  efficient  service  to  hvv  students,  to  the  State  and  to 
humanity.

Lihiai'y  huildiiiM;  thr()Uji;hout  its  entire  course.  For  that  reason 
they  know  iiolhiiiji'  of  the  Hhi-ary  acconiniodations  of  an  earlier 
(late.

'riie  lii)rnr\-  ('(illccl ion  must  of  course  be  largely  determined 
liy  I  lie  ciirririilu'ii  of  the  Univ(M'sity.  One  third  of  the  volumes, 
or  al)oii1  I."), (11)0,  are  in  the  fields  of  eii^ineeriiifi'  and  aj2,riculf ure.

The  names  of  two  hundred  and  four  seniors  appear  on  our 
records  for  the  first  semester  as  having  drawn  books  from 
the  library  for  home  use. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  service  given  by  the  library  is 
the  furnishing  accommodations  for  the  meeting  of  many 
student  organizations,  in  this  way  serving  to  some  extent  as  a 
substitute  for  a  Student  Union  Building.  Its  lecture  room  is 
used  by  many  organizations  for  regular  or  occasional  meetings 
and  it  has  provided  a  temporary  home  for  many  student  activi- 
ties. It  must  never  be  forgotten  however  that  the  first  duty  of 
the  library  is  not  to  social  but  to  intellectual  needs  and  that  the 
most  important  thiiig  it  can  do  is  to  stimulate  the  reference 
use  of,  and  the  reading  of  books,  useful  books,  good  books, 
practical  Iwoks  and  books  of  the  imagination,  books  of  pleasure 
and  books  of  power,  and  to  supplement  in  this  way  the  more 
formal  training  given  in  the  class  room  and  the  laboratory. 
It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  in  some  measures  the  univers- 
ity library  administers  to  the  needs  of  the  UnivtM'sity  com- 
munity  in   these  various    ways. 

The  Agricultural   Experiment  Station

Th(>  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  is  conducted  for  the 
advancenuuit  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State.  Its 
work  consists  in  conducting  experiments  and  investigations 
conceining  matters  of  interest  and  econoiuic  importance  to  the 
farmei-s  of  th(>  State.  The  information  acquired  by  the  station 
fhi-ough  its  (>xp(M-imenf al  woi'k  is  transmitted  (:>  the  fai'ming 
communify  by   tiienns  of  publications,  by  co-operative  exjieri- 
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iiients  and  deinoiistratioiis  \)viu^  coiuluclcd  in  every  counly, 
and  by  lectures,  exhibits,  special  trains,  farmers  institutes 
and  other  agencies  conducted  hy  the  extension  department. 

To  carry  out  the  activities  of  the  station  requires  a  staff 
of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  regular  employees,  including 
a  corps  of  some  fifty  department  chiefs  and  scientific  assistants, 
and  a  plant  consisting  of  ten  or  twelve  major  buildings,  a  num- 
ber of  barns,  sheds,  silos,  etc.,  for  experimental  woi'k  in  daiiying 
and  live  stock  feeding,  a  poultry  plant,  a  plant  foi-  the  pioduc- 
tion  of  serum  for  the  prevention  of  hog  cholera,  several  perma- 
nent tracts  of  land,  a  large  number  of  experimental  plots  located 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  orchards  and  greenhouses  for 
experimental  work,  a  number  of  well  equipped  up-to-date 
laboratories  for  chemical,  botanical,  horticultural,  veterinary 
and  other  work  and  a  large  amount  and  great  variety  of  special 
equipment  and  appliances. 

The  station  is  divided  into  ten  departments  as  follows: 
the  administrative  department,  which  deals  with  matters  relating 
to  the  general  policy  and  finances;  the  animal  husbandry  depart- 
ment, dealing  with  matters  relating  to  the  breeding,  feeding  and 
management  of  live  stock;  the  botanical  department,  relating 
to  such  matters  as  plant  diseases  and  weed  control;  the  dairi/ 
department,  concerned  with  the  management  of  dairy  cattle 
and  the  production  of  dairy  products;  the  entomological  depart- 
ment, dealing  with  insect  pests  and  methods  for  theii-  control; 
the  horticultural  department,  which  handles  work  relating  to  the 
production  of  fruit  and  vegetables;  the  soils  mid  crops  depart- 
ment, which  conducts  experiments  and  investigations  designed 
to  mprove  the  productiveness  and  quality  of  the  soils  and  ci'ops ; 
the  state  chemist's  department,   which   is  chaiged   with   lh(>  ;ul- 
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ministration  of  t  he  Stale  feeding  st  uff  and  fertilizer  coiit  rol  laws; 
the  ve'eriiHinj  dcixirliiicid,  which  Inkes  up  matters  relating  to  tiic 
(iontrol  of  animal  diseases  ami  I  he  product  ion  of  ant  i-hog  cholera 
seium;  and  the  extension  department,  through  which  the  work 
of  the  other  departments  of  the  station  is  jjrojected  before  the 
farmers  of  the  state. 

Inv(>stigations  of  much  importance  to  the  farming  community 
aic  in  ))i'ogi'ess  in  all  of  the  above  (lei)art  ments.  Of  i)articular 
note  in  this  connection,  may  he  mentioned  the  orchard  nianage- 
nuMit  and  soil  and  cro])  ini|)ro\"enieiit  work  started  on  the 
Moses  ¥o\\  annex  farm  of  three  hundred  sixty  acres,  located 
near  Bedford. 

Recent  pul)lications  of  the  station  have  included  the  follow- 
ing bulletins  and  cii'culais :  cattle  feeding;  sheep  feeding;  poultry 
investigations;  conuneicial  feeding  stuffs;  conuuercial  fertilizers; 
how  to  produce"  cream  that  makes  good  butter;  acid  i)liosphate 
\s.  lock  i^hosphate  as  a  feitilizer;  the  false  cabbage  aphis; 
onion  growing;  skim  milk  and  milk  substitutes  for  calf  feeding: 
temperature  experiments  in  incubation,  and  tin- oix'iating  costs 
,'111(1  methods  of  the  Indiana  farm  orchard. 

The  Department  of  Agricultural  Extension

The  Department  of  Agricultural  Extension  serves  as  a 
medium  through  which  licl|)ful  information  is  carried  to  the 
jieople  on  the  farm,  in  the  home  and  in  the  schools.  i)y  means 
of  lect  iires.  demoiist  rat  ions,  personal  visits  and  literature. 

The  scojjc  of  the  extension  work  was  greatly  increa.M-d  by  the 
jiassage  of  the  Smit  h-I.e\-er   .\ct    in    J'.MI.      'i'liis  act    made  an 
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niiiuial  apijropi'iatiou  of  $10,000  to  each  state,  beginning  July  1, 
I'.M  1.  For  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1915,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $600,000  was  made  and  for  each  of  seven  suc- 
ceed hug  years  $500,000  is  appropriated,  same  to  be  pro-rated 
among  the  various  states  according  to  their  rural  population, 
on  llu"  coiKhtion  that  the  states  provide  from  sources  within 
t  lie  respective  states  equal  sums  for  extension  work. 

I'lovision  is  made  in  the  act  for  co-operation  between  the 
I'liited  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  Agricul- 
tui'al  College.  The  object  is  to  secure  a  more  complete  co- 
oidiiiatidii  of  (lie  colleges  and  federal  department  of  agriculture. 

During  the  past  year  in  Indiana  more  than  one  million  people 
ill  the  State  were  reached  in  a  direct  way  through  the  agencies 
of  t  he  (le|)art  iiient.  Through  its  work  connected  with  the  public 
schools  and  its  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  thousands  of  young  people 
were  interested  in  agriculture  and  country  life.  While  the 
laniier  and  t  lie  home  maker  are  directly  helped  by  the  assistance 
rendered,  the  hanker,  the  merchant  and  thousands  of  others 
depending  upon  t  h(>  products  of  the  farm,  profit  in  a  direct  way. 
Increased  croiis,  the  feeding  of  more  live  stock,  and  a  larger 
production  mean  larger  bank  accounts,  more  freight  for  the 
railroads,  more  husiiiess  for  the  merchants  and  insure  the  con- 
sumers a  food  supply  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

The  extension  <l(>])ait  nient  maintains  a  working  force  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  people  in  the  following  divisions:  Farmers' 
institutes,  cminty  agricultural  agent  work,  farmers'  short 
courses,  hoys'  and  girls'  clubs,  animal  husbandry,  poultry, 
dairy  luisbandrv,  botany,  lioit  icult  lire,  soils  and  crops,  vet- 
eiin.arv  science,  home  economics,  laiin  management  demon- 
str.ations,    rural    engineering    and   seed    testing  laboratory. 


The  School  of  Pharmacy

The  School  of  Pharmacy  has  made  material  progress  in 
many  lines  during  the  past  year. 

The  two  year  plan  of  study  has  been  strengthened  by  the 
addition  of  a  year  of  English  and  an  increase  in  the  time  devoted 
to  commercial  pharmacy,  drug  assay,  and  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F. 
The  course  in  commercial  pharmacy  has  been  further  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  to  the  library  of  a  good  number  of  books 
on  commercial  subjects. 

With  the  advent  of  the  ninth  revision  of  the  United  States 
pharmacopoeia  and  the  fourth  revision  of  the  national  formu- 
lary, greater  importance  is  attached  to  these  "Bibles  of  Pharm- 
acy," and  this  has  been  met  by  the  increase  in  time  devoted  to 
the  course  in  drug  assay  and  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F. 

For  several  years  the  school  of  pharmacy  has  been  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  practical  work  in  dispensing  for  its  senior  students. 
This  has  been  secured  this  year  in  the  incorporation  of  medical 
dispensing  as  part  of  the  University  hospital  service.  All  pre- 
scriptions written  by  the  University  physician  are  compounded 
by  the  senior  pharmacy  students  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  our  professor  of  pharmacy,  who  is  a  registered  pharmacist. 

In  these  days  of  advocated  national  preparedness,  the  school 
of  pharmacy  has  taken  advantage  of  its  opportunity.  Military 
drill  has  been  added  to  both  years  of  the  two  year  plan  of  study, 
it  being  already  part  of  the  work  of  the  four  j^ear  plan  of  study. 
A  hospital  corps  will  be  organized  which  will  prepare  students 
for  efficient  helpfulness  in  the  event  of  war. 
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A  lecture  on  laboratory  course  in  physiological  chemistry  has 
been  added  as  an  elective  to  the  junior  year  of  the  four  year  plan 
of  study.  It  is  planned  that  this  course  will  help  round  out  this  plan 
of  study  which  already  includes  bacteriology  and  food  and  drug- 
analysis.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  all  juniors  have  elected  it. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  has  there  been 
such  a  demand  for  four  year  graduates  as  there  is  today.  The 
demand  far  exceeds  the  supply  and  many  good  positions  have 
been  turned  down  due  to  the  lack  of  graduates  to  fill  them. 

Purdue  Dramatics

This  has  been  a  record-breaking  year  in  Purdue  dramatics 
and  the  public  has  shown  an  interest  in  their  development 
that  has  never  before  been  equalled.  Never  before  have  there 
been  so  many  performances  of  standard  plays  and  never  before 
have  there  been  such  immense  audiences.  The  English  depart- 
ment players,  as  a  result  of  their  successful  ventures,  succeeded 
in  getting  the  recognition  of  the  faculty  and  presented  their 
first  long  play,  "Her  Choice,"  a  four  act  comedy.  Early  in  the 
year,  the  players  produced  a  splendid  patriotic  pageant  before 
an  audience  of  six  thousand  people.  Their  other  activities 
included  the  performance  of  one  act  plays  before  the  high  schools 
of  Lafayette  and  West  Lafayette,  the  short  course  students 
and  the  County  Superintendents '  Association.  The  English 
department  players'  ukelele  orchestra  was  organized  to  supple- 
ment the  work  of  the  season. 

Especially  interesting  was  the  visit  of  the  Little  Theatre 
society,  of  Indianapolis,  under  the  auspices  of  the  players.   The 


Indianapolis  oi'ganization  presented  four  plays  before  the 
Lafayette  pul)lic  and  the  student  Ixxly  and  arranged  simul- 
taneously for  a  later  visit  of  I  lie  rnivcisity  players  at  1  lie  capital. 
The  literary  societies,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  gave  an  open 
meeting,  as  a  combined  body  called  "The  Little  Theatre"  and 
presented  three  delight  ful  plays  under  the  cajjahle  direction 
of  Prof.  C.  H.  Thurber  and  Mr.'McDowell. 

The  Harlequin  Club  has  to  its  credit  a  play  written  by  one  of 
the  students  of  the  University,  H.  T.  DeHart,  who  wrote  the 
annual  work  and  established  a  new  standard  for  student  pro- 
ductions. His  clever  libretto  and  excellent  direction  and  man- 
agement makes  this  year's  production  stand  oiit  as  memorable. 
The  most  unusual  dramatic  event  of  the  yeai'  promises  to  be  the 
Elizabethan  ALiy  Day  Festival,  i)r()duced  under  the  direction 
of  the  senior  class,  on  Stuai't  field.  The  (>ntertaininent  will 
include  a  pantomime  on  tlie  life  of  Hoi)in  Hood,  folk  dancing 
and  musical  nuniljers  by  the  band,  orchestra  and  glee  club. 


The  Purdue  Y.  M.  C.  A.

Since  its  i-eoi'ganization  in  liUl,  the  Puidue  Y.  M.  ('.  .\. 
has  had  its  ])()licv  deterniined  hy  its  i)oai'd  of  directors.  This 
polic}'  has  been  on(>  of  seivice  to  Purdue  students  and  to  so 
conduct  the  woi'k  that  it  would  iiiHuetice  (>very  one  connected 
with  the  Univeisity.  The  aim  has  been  to  improve  the  sentiment 
of  the  (Mitire  university  coininunity.  This  the  Association  lias 
tried  to  do  not  so  much  l)y  fighting  the  evils  that  abound,  as  by 
inculcat  ill":  t  he  iiood. 
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Tlu>  relifiiou.s  work  of  the  Association  is  carried  on  through 
three  ehunnels.  The  promotion  of  the  student  Bible  classes 
ill  the  various  Sunday  schools  has  led  to  an  enrollment  of  more 
tlian  half  of  the  students  in  Purdue.  Besides  this  there  have 
been  special  classes  for  Bible  study  organized  on  the  campus. 
Ten  vesper  services  are  held  each  year  in  Fowler  Hall  on 
Sunday  afternoon.  These  are  purely  devotional  services  and 
are  deservedly  very  p()])ular.  As  a  further  phase  of  religious 
work  the  Association  brings  before  the  University  each  year 
tlii-ee  or  four  prominent  speakers  to  lecture  on  religious  topics. 

The  campus  service  of  the  As.sociation  consists  in  locating  new 
students,  in  the  distribution  of  handbooks,  "freshman  bibles", 
in  hospital  visitation,  in  reading  room  and  telephone  service, 
iM  the  employment  bureau,  in  the  information  bureau  and  in 
l)l;ii:niiig  the  fraternity-sorority  club  lecture  course,  whereby 
five  lectures  each  year  are  given  in  eveiy  chaptei'  house  by 
speakers  s(>lecte(l  by  the  oi'gaiiization. 

\  new  phase  of  the  Association  woi-k  is  that  of  religious 
extension.  .\  body  of  students,  speakers  and  nuisicians,  go 
on  invitation  to  iiirnl,  village  or  city  churches  and  hold  services. 
In  this  way  the  prospective  students  in  the  community  visited 
are  given  correct  ideas  as  to  the  meaning  of  college  life,  the 
peoi)lc  in  gcnci'al  are  iiiroiined  as  to  the  religious  work  being 
(lone  by  our  si  udcnts,  and  last  but  not  least  the  benefit  to  the 
uorkci's  is  of  great  value. 

In  il>  work  llic  'S'.  .\I.  ( '.  .V.  makes  no  distinction  lu-tween 
those  who  aic  nicnibers  and  those  who  are  not.  Its  woi'k  is  in 
no  sense  denoniinal  ional  but  is  inter-denominational  in  char- 
acter. It  i>  llic  second  largest  student  organization  on  the 
campus  and  has  1 1  e  appro\al  of  I  he  enl  ire  universit  y  conimunitv. 


The  Cadet  Corps

The  National  Defense  Act  of  1916  opened  the  way  for 
material  improvement  in  our  military  instruction.  The  part 
affecting  our  cadet  corps  is  that  which  authorizes  the  esta- 
blishment of  units  of  the  reserve  officers'  training  corps  at 
colleges  and  universities. 

Purdue  has  obtained  permission  to  establish  an  infantry  unit. 
This  puts  the  corps  on  the  basis  of  a  federal  organization. 
Although  it  can  not  be  called  out  for  active  service  in  time  of 
war  or  other  emergency,  it  is  furnished  equipment  for  instruction 
purposes.  The  object  is  to  fit  graduates  who  have  had  four  years 
of  university  military  training  to  become  reserve  officers  who 
will  be  used  in  time  of  war  to  officer  volunteer  organizations, 
and  to  replace  losses  among  officers  in  the  regular  army. 

The  government  has  standardized  the  course  in  military 
training  so  as  to  make  it  more  thorough  and  complete. 
Three  hours  per  week  is  the  time  required  of  all  physically  fit 
male  freshmen  and  sophomores  in  the  basic  course;  and  five 
hours  per  week  of  those  juniors  and  seniors  who  elect  to  take 
the  advanced  course.  The  latter  will  receive  about  $9.00  per 
month. 

It  is  in  the  field  that  an  army  has  its  difficulties  to  overcome, 
so  a  pei'iod  of  field  training  has  been  required  of  the  juniors  and 
seniors  which  consists  of  two  summer  camps  of  four  weeks  each. 

In  order  that  the  instruction  can  be  given,  the  staff  of  in- 
structors has  been  increased.  At  present  there  are  five  instruct- 
ors, two  commissioned  officers  and  three  non-commissioned 
officei's  —all  from  the  I'egular  armv.

The  regulations  governing;  the  reserve  officers'  training  coi-ps 
are  such  a  I'adical  change  from  the  old  policy  that  it  will  I'ecjuiic 
some  time  for  the  government  and  the  University  each  to  do  its 
part  toward  putting  the  complete  plan  into  operation.  However 
both  are  giving  these  matters  their  earnest  attention  with  a 
view  to  having  them  attended  to  by  next  fall.  The  University  is 
planning  an  armoi'y  adequate  foi'  the  present  needs  of  the  mili- 
tary department  that  will  cost  about  $125,000.  It  is  intended 
that  work  shall  begin  on  this  structure  this  spring. 

Due  to  lack  of  an  armory  and  other  facilities  for  military 
instruction  this  year's  work  has  been  seriously  hampered;  but, 
nevertheless,  the  couises  prescribed  by  the  war  department  have 
been  followed  as  closely  as  possible,  new  subjects  have  been 
taken  up  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  course.  The  discipline  of 
the  corps,  and  the  attitude  of  the  student  body  towaril  the  work, 
have  been  better  than  ever  before. 

With  increased  assistance  from  the  federal  government,  and 
an  adequate  armory,  the  instruction  next  year  should  be  equal 
to  that  given  by  any  school  of  its  class.  It  will  be  possible 
under  such  conditions  to  make  the  Purdue  regiment  of  the 
leserve  officers'  training  corps  a  military  asset  to  the  nation. 

What  Purdue  Needs  Most 

Business  Standards  in  Student  Life 

A  Univei'sity's  needs  are  usually  considered  to  be  increased 
income  or  endowment,  and  while  Purdue  undoubtedly  needs 
additional  funds,  the  development  of  a  more  independciil . 
self-reliant,  better  organized  and  jnore  business-like  spirit 
among  the  students  and  the  extension  of  the  organization  and 
spirit  to  \hc  alumni  is  the  greatest  need  of  Purducv 


By  a  more  indepcMidenf  spirit  is  not  meant  rule  of  disorder  but 
a  feeling  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  every  student  for  tiie 
progr(>ss  of  the  University;  a  spirit  that  will  cliininate  societies 
which  have  no  interest,  that  will  make  university  honors  and 
responsible  student  positions,  the  reward  foi'  al)ility  and  service 
in  coniijctitive  tryouts  ratlici-  than  the  fiaiits  of  popularity: 
a  general  determination  to  put  Purchie  to  the  front  in  athletics: 
a  resolution  to  al)()lish  the  cheating  and  petty  larceny  that 
ai'e  now  tolei'ated. 

A  student  body  that  will  liaxc  learned  to  overcome  tliese 
deficiencies  will  be  years  ahead  of  others  in  the  training  that  is 
essential  to  ])cnnaii('nt  l)usiness  oi'ganizat  ion. 

It  nuist  not  be  understood  that  I  consider  Purdue  to  be  in- 
ferior to  most  univeisities  in  student  spirit  or  that  I  i)icture 
a  Utopia  in  the  I'utuic.  On  the  contrary  I  Ix'lieve  Pnrchie 
students  are  better  oiganized,  more  loyal  and  iiave  liigiier  i<i(>als 
than  students  at  any  other  westcin  universit v.  .Moreover,  t lie 
tendencies  of  the  student  body  are  almost  all  progressive. 
Just  as  the  puiposeless  outlaw  eelel)rations  of  twenty  years  ago 
have  been  siii)i)lant(>d  in  a  large  measure  l)y  constructive  activ- 
ities, so  1  believe  that  the  lilt  lire  will  see  the  more  siieeessful 
organization  of  t  hes(>  activities  and  t  he  elimination  of  t  he  unde- 
sirable features  now  existing. 

A  Campus  Theatre 
In  my  est  i'liat  ion,  the  rni\-ersity  needs  a  good  many  1  liings, 
and  it  is  latlier  dillieiilt  to  pirk  out  the  most  i  iii)ortanl.  How- 
ev(-r.  1  tiiink  that  it  would  be  time  well  spent  to  avail  my.self 
of  this  oppoitunity  to  heaitily  endorse  any  movement  tiial  may 
be  stalled    lowards  a    cnnipus   theatre.      Time  and    lime  again 
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I  have  1)0011  iiiipressod  with  the  necessity  for  an  adequate  stage 
and  a  IniihUiifi;  with  a  soating  capacity  capalile  of  acconimodat- 
iii<>;  tlio  increasing  minil)ois  that  have  begun  to  patronize  Purdue 
institutions.  The  educational  benefits  derived  from  producing 
plays  is  obvious  and  solf-ovidont  but  a  successful  presentation, 
regardless  of  its  sini])licity,  cannot  be  given  in  a  poor  light  on 
a  forensic  platfoi'ni  nor  can  it  be  given  satisfactorily  in  a  hall 
characforizod  by  pooi-  acoustics  and  insufficient  seating  capacity. 
Puiduo  needs  a  real  theater,  a  real  stage  instead  of  a  narrow 
j)hit  form,  and  a  liall  in  which  an  audience  of  average  size  may  be 
accomnuxhitod.  It  is  due  entirely  to  the  above  conditions 
that  Puithic  luis  I'ailod  to  take  (he  h'ading  ]:)lace  in  the  field  of 
college  (h-amatics,  a  position  wliich  should  be  occupied  at  the 
present  time.  I(  is  because  of  these  conditions  that  Purdue 
misses  yearly  a  munbcr  of  the  t)est  things  in  drama  which  are 
ordinai'ily  avaihible  to  university  audiences.  And  so,  in  con- 
sidei-alion  of  these  conditions  and  feeling  the  value  of  dramatic 
art  as  I  do,  I  say,  give  Purchic  a  theatre — a  real  theater  on  the 
campus  wiiere  dramatic  art  may  be  enjoyed  and  plays  may  be 
pioduced  unch'r  conditions  and  with  facilities  which  are  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  manifested  and  the  (>ai'n(>st  endeavoi- 
of  inlcicslcd  |)cis<)ii.s  ill  bclialf  of  (h-aiiiatic  art. 

Why  I  Chose  Purdue

Four  yeais  ago  i'iii(hie  was  a  mere  name  to  me,  the  name  of  a 
phice  over  a  thousand  miles  away,  wliicii  meant  no  more  than 
the  temporary  adcb'css  of  an  old  friend.

four  of  the  best  and  happiest  years   I  can   ever  hope  to   live. 

One  day,  suddenly,  the  opportunity  for  a  college  education 
came  to  me.  Purdue,  as  a  name,  along  with  most  every  other 
western  school  and  a  goodly  number  of  eastern  ones,  were  now 
before  me  to  choose  from.  Catalogues  were  puzzles,  so  intricate 
that  my  deepest  search  left  me  without  even  a  faint  idea  of 
what  any  course  was.  I  floundered  for  a  while.  Then  the  more 
reliable  token  of  the  good  school,  its  graduates,  became  the 
factor  to  decide  for  me.  Purdue  was  predominant  in  my  small 
field  of  vision,  with  others  trailing  along  in  a  haphazard  fashion, 
making  Purdue's  superiority  more  marked  than  any  other 
means  could  have  done.     So  I  came  to  Purdue. 

North  Dakota  has  cold  spells  now  and  then.  I  like  them.

Even  cow- 
boys and  Indians  are  not  greatly  different  from  ordinary 
persons.  But  people  act  differently,  oftentimes,  in  different 
surroundings.  Understand,  no  people  inhabit  the  earth  who 
are  any  better  than  those  who  are  to  be  found  anywhere  in 
North  Dakota,  yet  I  knew  them  and  their  waj^s  pretty  well. 
So  I  came  to  Purdue. 

Luck  was  with  me;  the  names  of  graduates  that  others  envied, 
the  winters  that  were  different,  and  the  people  who  were  the 
same,  everything  was  better  than  I  had  hoped  it  might  be, 
along  with  numbei'less  other  things  that  I  had  never  known  to 
exist.     Most  of  all,  luck  was  with  me,  because  I  came  to  Purdue. 
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From  the  Foreigner's  Viewpoint 

The  paramount  question  which  confronts  a  prospective 
foreign  student  and  one  which  must  be  solved  before  leaving- 
his  native  land  is  the  question  of  which  school  he  is  to  attend 
to  secure  his  education.  The  best  sources  of  information  about 
the  schools  and  colleges  in  America  are  three  in  number:  First, 
from  alumni  if  there  be  any;  second,  from  catalogs  and  publi- 
cations; and  third,  from  persons  well  informed  on  the  subject. 

The  first  two  sources  are  more  or  less  biased  on  the  question 
and  of  course  must  be  taken  with  some  salt.  The  third  is  also 
inadequate  in  that  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  find  a  reliable  man 
who  will  take  such  a  responsibility. 

The  question  reverts  back  to  the  student  himself  after  all. 
He  is  the  one  that  is  going,  so  he  is  the  one  that  decides  it.  One 
of  the  three  sources  mentioned  will  be  the  deciding  factor; 
which  one  it  is  depends  upon  the  individual  and  the  circum- 
stances. 

There  is  a  case  where  a  foreign  student  asked  for  publications 
and  catalogs  of  all  the  prominent  universities  and  colleges  of 
America.  After  perusing  them  one  by  one  rather  minutely 
he  found  that  the  catalog  from  Purdue  was  the  easiest  to  under- 
stand and  used  the  plainest  language.  That  is  why  he  canu>  to 
Purdue. 

Another  instance  is  where  the  director  of  education  in  his 
native  land  was  consulted — a  man  of  prominence  and  well 
informed  about  schools  of  America,  that  being  part  of  his  work 
as  director  of  education.  He  said,  "You  can  get  no  better  edu- 
cation along  engineering  lines  in  America  than  at  Purdue  Uni- 
versity, democratic,  non  sectarian  and  a  good  school  foi'  men." 

So  I  came  to  Purdue.     •

This  (|iicsl  ioii,  one  wliich  iiiv;ui;il)Iy  invades  the  mind  of  an 
upperclassinnn  who  is  loiiinling  llic  last  curve  of  ills  collego 
course,  is  always  more  or  less  unsalisractorily  answered  by  an 
inquiry  into  his  own  conscience.  When,  at  tiic  cml  of  his  col- 
lege caicei-,  a  sciiioi'  takes  a  mental  inventory  of  ills  intellectual 
goods,  very  often  he  finds  a  disappointing  stock  on  haixl  to 
start  well  in  t  his  woild  of  compct  it  ion. 

However  iiilan^ihlc  tlic  hciicfits.  tiiei'e  are  a  few  whicii  are 
outstanding  ai)ov('  I  he  mass.  Xcw  avenues  of  thought  and  a|i- 
preciation  have  been  oixmkmI  up  to  me  wliich  I  had  never 
dreamed  of  during  academic  days.  Associations  with  scholarly 
men  and  self-made  individuals  have  impressed  on  me  the 
opportunities  open  to  one  of  a  icceptive  nature.  An  api^re- 
ciation  of  the  oppoi'l  unities  of  Ht'e  and  mcairs  of  utilizing  tiiese 
was  fixed  u|)on  iiic  l)y  these  associates  such  as  no  amount  of 
reading  could  do.  To  appicciate  accomplishments  of  others 
and  come  to  the  realization  of  how  incomplete  my  own  educa- 
tion was,  heljxMl  to  eradicate  any  egotism  that  might  hav(> 
manifested  itself  had  I  not  received  a  college  training. 

Acquaintances,  whose  fiiendshijjs  I  will  always  treasure  as  tlie 
most  lasting  and  most  delightful  of  my  life,  have  been  made 
while  an  undei'graduate  of  my  Alma  Mater. 

A  working  knowledge  of  discrimination  between  the  more  and 
the  less  useful  things,  (he  incicased  capacity  for  acconiplisliing 
things  and  llie  acqnisii  ion  of  a  larger  perspective  of  people, 
llicii-  ii.it  urc  ,iiid  the  work  in  gencM'al,  ;ii-e  benefits  which  I  have 
gained  I  li rough  my  college  course. 

However  diflicnll  il  is  to  an;il.\ze  the  benefits  derived  from 
four  years  at    Purdue,   I  can  |)eiliaps  sum  them   uj)   l)y   stating 
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a  leu  (illlic  iiiosl  iiiiporlaiil  ones:  more  .scir-rcliaiK't'  ami  self- 
coiifidciicc,  a  clearci'  conception  of  the  true  standard  of  manhood 
and  womanhood,  tlie  clarification  of  my  purpose  in  hfe,  the  abil- 
ily  to  pick  and  resjiect  the  fundamentals,  a  better  knowledj>e 
of  men  and  jiicater  ambitions.  All  of  these  and  many  more  have 
iiccn  jiiven  me  as  my  reward.  I  consider  the  years  spent  at  Pur- 
due amonii-  the  most  profitable  and  enjoyable  of  my  life  and 
I  he  licnclils  derived  therefrom  to  be  of  inestimable  value  to  me.

Al'tei'  the  corduroys  have  returned  from  the  laundry  the 
second  time,  and  the  senior  is  tiyin}>;  to  decide  which  of  the 
several  fifty  dollai'  per  month  jolis  offered  he  will  accept,  the 
(lueslion  iiiiis  tlirough  his  mind,  "Why  did  I  decide  to  become 
a  mechanical  enp;ineer?"  oi'  "Why  did  I  choose  dairy  husbandry 
lor  my  lil'c  woi'k?" 

in  most  instances  our  couise  was  delei'mined  either  by  some 
one  other  than  ourselves  oi'  we  decided  on  this  line  of  study  by 
reason  of  practical  expericMice  or  natural  desire.  We,  therefore, 
l)elieve  or  make  believe  that  we  are  perfectly  contented  with  our 
inlend('(|  prol'ession. 

There  is  one  thoujiht,  iiowevei',  that  is  bi-oujihf  home  most 
foi-cil)ly  when  the  l)el)ris  bhinks  are  l)ein<;'  fiUed  out.  That  is 
this,  "Were  1  t  o  fio  t  hroujih  college  af;ain,  wlial  pohcy  in  I'Cfiard 
to  stu(h'nt  art  i\il  ies  would  I  adopt?"  I'iiis  (piestion  can  be 
answered  (|uit  e  rea(hly  hy  t  he  senior  wlio  looks  back  on  the  past, 
and  to  whom  I  lie  answei'inii  ol'  which  would  be  of  little  IxMiefit; 
liul    lor  the  I'resliinan  just    cMterinii  oi'  the  sophomore  who  has 


already  experienced  one  year  at  the  University,  the  answering 
of  such  a  question  is  of  vital  importance. 

It  is  all  the  more  difficult  for  the  freshman  to  decide,  since 
no  set  rules  or  definite  advice  can  be  offered.  The  solution 
depends  entirely  upon  the  mental  temperament  and  personality 
of  the  individual.  Some  people  are  not  contented  unless  they 
are  managing  other  people's  affairs  and  gaining  all  the  popular- 
ity and  publicity  possible.  Others  care  nothing  for  this  and  are 
perfectly  happy  in  taking  things  as  they  come. 

The  freshman  receives  much  advice  in  the  matter.  At  the 
first  convocation  the  athletic  director  is  present  and  advises 
all  to  take  part  in  athletics.  Before  the  end  of  the  second  week, 
he  receives  a  special  invitation  from  the  society  of  the  school 
in  which  he  is  enrolled  to  attend  their  open  meeting.  He  is  here 
informed  by  prominent  faculty  members  that  he  cannot  expect 
to  make  a  success  of  his  college  career  if  he  neglects  joining  until 
his  senior  years.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  together  with  the  hterary 
and  debating  societies  also  have  just  that  which  is  needed  to 
make  an  all  round  man  of  those  who  join,  and  the  freshman  is 
about  decided  that  the  four  years  stay  is  to  be  one  sweet  dream ; 
when  lo!  he  makes  50  on  his  first  test  in  mathematics  and  from 
then  he  views  college  life  from  a  different  angle. 

Of  all  the  honors  possible,  a  high  scholastic  standing  should 
be  the  aim  of  every  loyal  freshman.  We  come  to  school  to 
learn  what  is  taught.  The  curriculum  has  been  planned  and 
developed  by  men  who  have  made  it  their  life  study  and  who 
are  in  a  position  to  know  what  is  best  adapted  to  the  course. 
It  seems  a  waste  of  time  to  go  to  school  and  get  less  than  eighty 
per  cent  of  what  is  offered. 

The    various  honorarv  fraternities,   however,   have  a  set  of 
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standards  which  must  be  met  to  he  ehgihle  to  election,  and  if 
it  would  require  that  to  maintain  the  standartls  a  person 
would  necessarily  have  to  become  a  bookworm  and  a  i^iind; 
under  this  condition  it  would  be  advisable  to  I  e  contented 
with  an  average  grade  and  look  elsewhere  for  honors.

The  Purdue  Union

Th(>  idea  of  a  I'uidue  Union  dates  from  the  building  of  the 
Memorial  ( lymiiasium.  It  was  h()i)ed  then  to  combine  the  two 
buildings  in  one  but  foi-  lack  of  funds  this  was  not  possible. 
In  I'.ijl,  the  Puidue  '\'.  M,  ( '.  A.  suggested  raising  a  fund  of 
SjOO, ()()()  lor  .•!  Purdue  I'nion  building.  In  April,  1912,  the 
Student  I'nidn  \v:is  I'oi'uied  and  a  financecommittee  wasappoint- 
eil  consisting  of  three  faculty  men,  three  alumni  and  three 
students.  I'resident  Stone  and  Mr.  W.  V.  Stuai't  of  the  board 
of  I  rustees  weic  made  e\-()(Iieio  members  of  the  committee.      A 


constitution  was  adopted  and  the  committee  was  empowered 
to  raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  student  building. 

Since  1912  each  graduating  class  has  pledged  $5.00  per  mem- 
ber to  the  building  fund.  The  1911  class  turned  over  their  fund 
to  the  Union.  Members  of  the  faculty  and  a  few  of  the  alumni 
have  subscribed  to  the  fund.  There  is  now  in  cash  $10,230.33 
and  in  unpaid  subscriptions  $3,761.00  available  for  the  building. 

The  board  of  trustees  has  agreed  that  when  the  time  comes 
it  will  do  a  liberal  part  toward  the  building.  At  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  committee  of  the  Union,  Prof.  T.  G.  Alford  was  elected 
to  the  position  of  executive  secretary  to  direct  the  work  of 
raising  the  money  needed  for  the  building. 

The  Union  has  done  something  each  year,  in  the  way 
of  social  life  for  the  university  community.  At  the  opening  of 
the  school  year,  it  gives  in  the  Memorial  Gymnasium  a  reception 
for  new  students.  At  the  "Homecoming"  of  Purdue  alumni, 
the  Union  gives  a  dance  and  reception  in  honor  of  the  "Old 
Grads."  Later  in  the  school  year,  the  Union  gives  a  "Blanket 
Hop"  to  secure  funds  with  which  to  purchase  blankets  for  the 
"P"  men  of  the  student  body. 

There  is  no  greater  need  at  Purdue  today  than  a  building 
that  shall  serve  as  a  social  center  foi-  students,  alumni  and 
faculty  and  that  shall  be  the  home  of  the  increasing  social 
student  activities  of  the  University.  Without  it  the  relation  of 
students  and  faculty  can  not  be  what  it  ought  to  be;  that  of  the 
alumni  to  their  Alma  Mater  can  not  be  what  it  ought  to  be; 
that  of  the  students  to  each  other  can  not  be  what  it  ought  to  be. 
Success  in  our  complex  industrial,  ])oliticaland  social  life  depends 
ver.y  largely  on  one's  ability  to  act  in  harmonj-  with  his  fellows. 
This  power  would  be  develoi)ed  by  a  Student  Union  building.

STARTING  with  the  grachiation  of  the  first  engineer 
in  1878  the  departments  and  schools  of  engineering- 
have  grown  steadily  in  numbers  and  influence.  From  the 
small  beginnings  in  the  basement  o"  the  pharmacy  building, 
with  a  teaching  staff  of  two  or  three,  have  come  the  present 
array  of  engineering  and  mechanical  buildings,  a  teaching  staff' 
of  over  sixty  and  a  student  attendance  of  between  1,000  and 
1,100.  The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  extraordinary  de- 
mand for  engineering  graduates,  the  apphcations  ar  exceeding 
the  supply. 

The  third  week  in  January  was  marked  by  two  occas  ons  of 
public  interest:  One,  the  road  schoo'  attended  by  over  one 
hundred  surveyors,  engineers  and  road  superintendents,  and 
the  other,  the  annual  mecfng  of  the  Indiana  Engineering 
Society.  An  exhibition  of  the  engineering  laboratories  was  given 
and  a  crowd  of  about  2,000  people  thronged  the  laboratories  and 
shops  for  several  hours. 

Many  invest  gallons  of  scientific  interest  have  been  under- 
taken here  the  past  year.    In  the  testing  materials  laboratory,

Down  II  the  basement  of  t  he  K'ectiica  l)ui  d  ng  is  the  new 
wireless  station  wh  ch  maintains  a  mysterious  connection  witli 
the  etherial  waves  as  they  float  over  the  si  ent  tower. 

The  most  encouraging  development  during  the  year  has  been 
the  institution  of  the  engineering  exper'ment  station.  This  or- 
ganizat'oii  will  biiiig  together  and  direct  the  various  l)ranches 
of  research  and  will  have  a  marked  effect  on  the  development  of 
the  niatci'nl  icsouiccs  o  tlie  State.  At  no  time  has  tiie  history 
of   eiigiiicciing  sclioo's  hccn  more  encouraging  tliaii  at  prcscMit.

FROM  the  standpoint  of  improved  working  conditions,  the 
most  important  feature  of  this  school  is  the  completion 
of  the  new  $100,000  bif)logy  l)uih!ing-.  The  ground  plan 
is  such  that  the  maximum  amount  of  light  for  the  laboratories 
can  be  secured.  The  individual  lal)oratories  were  planned  to 
meet  the  needs  of  different  class  units.  Nine  laboratcn-ies,  nin(> 
recitation  rooms,  a  large  lecture  room,  offices  for  the  instruc- 
tional staff,  and  the  university  physician,  and  museum  rooms 
occupy  the  greater  part  of  the  floor  space. 

Another  feature  is  the  continued  increase  in  the  eiii-oUiiu'iil . 
Much  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  value  and  atti'activeiiess  of 
the  work  in  home  economics,  whei'e  a  notable  advance  has  Ix'cn 
made  in  providing  for  specialization  in  llie  junior  and  senior 
years,  thus  opening  the  way  for  those  who  desii'e  to  fit  themselves 
to  become  dieticians  or  food  exi^erts.  In  education,  too,  the 
results  of  the  carefully    planned   and   administered   courses  of 


study  can  be  seen  in  1h(>  increasing  nundier  of  graduates  enter- 
ing the  teaching  ])rofession. 

A  change  in  jjiactice  i-elating  lo  tiic  degree  of  master  of  science 
was  made  which  is  of  great  significance.  Hereafter  residence  at 
the  University  will  be  r(>r|uired  of  candidates  for  this   degree. 

The  school  of  science  comes  in  toucli  wilii  every  other  school 
of  the  University.  Engineers,  agiiculturists  and  pharmacists 
are  enrolled  in  one  or  more  of  its  dej)aitments.  From  this  en- 
rollment of  students  from  all  of  the  schools  it  has  received  con- 
stant stimulus  and  has  responded  by  striving  to  become  more 
rei)resentative  of  the  spirit  and   aspirations  of  the  University.

THE  opening  of  the  school  year  brought  to  the  School  of 
Agriculture  the  best  facihties  for  instruction  in  its  history. 
Fifty  men  are  engaged  in  teaching  agricultural  subjects 
to  more  than  eight  hundred  students.  Six  buildings  are  de- 
voted to  agricultural  work.  The  new  veterinary  building,  a 
model  of  its  kind,  marks  a  distinct  step  in  the  advancement  of 
agricultural  college  instruction  in  veterinary  science. 

This  school  is  now  the  largest  in  the  University,  the  nunihcr 
of  agricultural  students  being  almost  as  large  as  any  three 
schools.  All  students  take  a  prescribed  plan  of  study  during 
the  first  two  years,  and  have  the  choice  of  eight  groups  of 
electives  during  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

The  animal  husbandry  department  in  co-operation  with  the 
Hoof  and  Horn  club,  held  a  notable  live  stock  show  and  also  won 
many  prizes  on  fat  cattle  and  hogs  in  the  Chicago  International 
Stock  Show.

The  okl  gateway  of  four  stone 
cohuniis  supporting  the  gates  of  iron,  a  gift  of  a  former  class, 
open  inviting  entrance  to  the  campus,  extending  to  the  stands 
anil  on  hotli  sides  with  a  majestic  and  peaceful  atmosphere  north 
as  tile  evening  sun  sifts  its  golden  rays  through  the  trees.  Can 
we  ever  forget  that  picture  as  it  was  first  presented  to  us? 

To  llie  east  th(>  level  stretch  of  lawn,  )}roken  here  and  there 
wilii  ;i  lew  cluniijs  of  shrul  s,  extends  to  include  Fowler  hall 
and  (lie  lil  laiy.

Registration

Cries  of  "speech,"  "speech,"  are  subdued  oidy  after  the  coach  and  the  c.ipl.iin  ha\('  unfolded  \\\v  prospcM'ts  for 
a  real  confei'ence  team.       Their  i-enuu'ks  call  foi'  another  series  of  yeHs  moic  lousing  than  before. 

With  the  first  note  of  "Hail,  Pui'due"  stinck  ujion  the  oigan,  the  audience  aiises  and  joins  in  liu>  .VIma  Mater  which 
is  followed  by  "Back  to  Old  Pui'due"  and  "The  Fighting  \'arsity."  ("lass  yells  are  in^xt  in  older  and  start  olT  with 
enthusiasm    as    th(>   s(>niors   take  the  lead,  i'ollowed  by  the  juniors  and  >o|)hoinores.

AltliDiigli  the  (lay  was  somewhat  chilly  for  an  open  air  function 
of  tli;it  iialuic,  ;ill  was  declared  a  success.  The  townspeople

All  All-l'iiivcisity  parade,  including  the  faculty  and  staff  and 
the  sliidcnls  arrangcnl  by  classes,  was  formed  on  the  oval  and, 
licadcil  i)y  (inc  scclioii  of  the  military  band,  moved  to  Stuart 
(icld,  wlieic  it  passed  around  lh(>  gridiron  to  the  west  grandstand.

return  to  their  Alma  Mater  to  meet  old  friends  and  new.  The 
holiday  spirit  then  had  a  reason  to  prevail. 

About  noon  a  parade  was  formed  on  the  campus  and  accom- 
panied by  the  Purdue  Bell  proceeded  across  the  levee  to  meet 
the  Indiana  Special  with  its  hundreds  of  rooters.  Streamers 
and  baniieis  Hew  from  every  store-front  blazing  their  silent  im- 
pressions to  all  passers-by.  Shoi'tly  the  train  arrived,  followed 
by  a  most  heai'ty  Piu'due  welcome  with  cheers  and  a  return  of 
fceliiiii,-  by  the   "down  staters." 

In  spite  of  the  piei'cin<>;  cold,  the  bleachers  were  filled  early 
in  the  afternoon  and  incidentally  to  capacity.  The  two  uni- 
vcrsit  ies  holding  opposite  sides  of  the  field  made  erfthusiasm  run 
high  with  the  exchange  of  yells  and  songs,  mixed  in  with  selec- 
tions from  th(>  militaiy  bands.

History  of  Gymnasium 


THE  project  of  a  Memorial  Gymnasium  was  launched  almost  immediately  after  that  fatal 
thirty-first  day  of  October,  1903,  when  sixteen  loyal  sons  of  Purdue  were  hui'led  to  their 
death  while  on  their  way  to  fi^-ht  for  their  Alma  Mater.  The  idea  was  suggested  by  Mr. 
W.  J.  Jones,  '91,  and  was  taken  up  l)y  the  Lafayette  Journal,  which  pushed  the  matter  until  it  had 
gained  sufficient  headway  to  insure  its  being  carried  to  completion  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds 
could  be  raised. 

It  was  first  planned  that  the  building  should  contain  besides  the  main  gymnasium  and  locker 
rooms,  a  billiard  and  pool  room,  a  reading  room,  social  rooms,  and  an  auditorium.  It  was  soon  found 
that  if  such  a  l)uilding  were  to  be  considered  it  would  be  several  years  l)efore  sufficient  money  could 
be  raised  to  insure  its  completion.  The  budding  committee  finally  came  to  the  decision  that  a 
buihUng  which  would  sei'vc  only  as  a  gymnasium  would  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  students,  alumni 
and  friends.  Acting  on  tliis  decision  they  began  to  ai'range  for  plans  and  details  of  our  Memorial 
( iymnasium. 

Tiie  building  is  one  of  tlie  finest  in  the  middle  west,  being  spacious,  handsome,  conveniently  ar- 
i-nnged  and  ('(iuip])ed  wilh  everything  necessary  to  a  modern,  up-to-date  gymnasium.  As  to  the  ar- 
I'angement  of  tlie  gymnasium  itself,  all  that  can  be  said  is  that  every  inch  of  space  is  used  for  some 
good  purp:)s.\ 

The  Memorial  Clyninasium  in  past  years  has  also  taken  the  place  of  our  much  needed  Student 
Union  Building  in  many  w^ays.  University  social  functions  are  held  in  it,  such  as  the  junior  prom, 
stuchMit  unif)n  dances,  l)and  dance  and  military  ball.  A  large  floor  space  makes  it  possible  to  ac- 
coinniodat  ('  vci  y  lai'ge  crowds  at  tliese  fund  ions. 

ill  IK)  other  building  on  the  campus  do  the  alumni  and  undergraduates  feel  that  personal  interest 
vvliicli  has  abvays  attended  the  Memorial  (Jymnasium,  due  to  its  value  fi'om  the  athletic  and  social 
slandpiiint .

DVANCE  in  the  department  .of 
])hysical  education  during  the 
past  year  has  been  conservative 
and  constructive.  For  the  first  time 
(hills,  games  and  athletic  exercises 
have  been  participated  in  by  every 
male  member  of  the  freshman  class, 
and  by  many  of  the  girls  in  volunteer 
classes.  This  has  been  made  possible 
foi'  the  men  through  the  cordial  co- 
ojieration  of  the  military  department. 
During  the  indoor  season,  every  fresh- 
man (Uuing  the  odd  hour  drill  has  had 
instruction  and  training  not  only  in 
calisthenics  and  games  but  he  has  also  had  one  or  more  periods 
with  each  athletic  coach  as  a  specialist  in  his  particular  sport, 
'i'his  plan  has  not  only  ])enefited  greatly  th(>  students  themselves, 
hut  has  enal)led  oui'  coaches  in  football,  l)asketball,  wrestling, 
track  and  field  atliletics  and  swimming  to  see  the  possibilities  in 
the  men  as  well  as  t  heir  ini])('irections.  15rief  health  talks  and 
in!  iinalcadvicc  have  been  given  tiic  freshmen  in  connection  with 
these  cxei-cises.  This  has  b(>en  done  on  the  principle  that  our 
allilctic  teams  aic,  after  all,  only  the  mountain  peaks  of  the 
lopograpiiy  of  our  physical  life  and  it  is  ho])ed  to  I'aise  the  whole 
level  of  the  student  anatomical  landscape  at  Purdue.

necessary,  first  to  be  well  grounded  in  the  principles  and  rudi- 
ments of  each  sport.  For  this  reason  it  is  necessary  to  lay 
special  emphasis  upon  training  and  coaching  freshmen  and 
it  is  planned  to  give  them  as  good  coaching  and  instruction 
as  is  given  varsity  teams,  while  class  games  and  contests  are 
supervised  and  encouraged  in  every  way.  It  is  recognized 
that  success  in  athletics,  as  in  everything  else,  is  founded  on 
moral  stamina  and  mentality  even  more  than  on  physical 
fitness.  "Breaking  training"  is  not  alone  confined  to  physi- 
cal excesses,  but  the  man  who  gets  conditioned  in  his  work 
is  in  a  very  real  sense  "breaking  train- 
ing." 

The  psychology  of  games  and  con- 
tests is  no  myth,  and  what  a  man 
thinks  he  can  do,  and  will&  to  do,  he 
does.  If  this  sort  of  character  can  be 
developed  in  intercollegiate  athletics, 
and  we  believe  it  can  and  that  no  other 
is  woi'th  while,  then  the  department 
of  physical  education  can  do  a  work 
that  the  University  and  the  country 
needs.  This  department  desires 
earnestly  and  will  strive  mightily  to 
enable  each  student  to  achieve,  "A 
fervid  mind  in  a  sound  body,"  both 
dedicated  to  service.

LAST  season  was  coach  Pattison's  second  in  Purdue  athletics  and  besides  coaching  the 
freshman  football  and  basketball  squads,  he  had  charge  of  the  Varsity  nine.    Under 
his  tutelage  Boilermaker  representatives  placed  third  in  the  conference  and  with 
an  even  break  in  luck  might  easily  have  placed  higher,  for  several  games  were  lost  through 
bad  luck.

came  to  Purdue  last  fall  to  take 
up  the  position  left  vacant  by 
the  departure  of  Andy  Smith.  Last 
year  was  his  first  as  a  coach  of  college 
foot  ball  for  during  the  seven  years 
previous  he  had  charge  of  the  Everett 
(Mass.)  high  ochool  team.  During 
the  last  five  years  this  team  had  not 
met  a  defeat  and  it  was  largely  this 
I'ecord  which  attracted  the  Purdue 
authorities.

•  ind  lield  Ziippke's  aggregation  to  a  14  to  7  score.  The  Boiler- 
maker score  was  due  to  a  fumble  which  lierns  lecovered  and 


Hake  and  Huffine  then  carried  the  ball  to  the  goal  and  the  latter 
went  over. 

The  Purdue  team  went  to  Chicago  the  week  following,  de- 
termined to  avenge  the  previous  defeats  at  the  hands  of  the 
Maroons,  but  once  more  the  loyal  Purdue  rooters  were  forced 
to  go  home  in  defeat,  the  Maroons  getting  the  long  end  of  the 
16  to  7  score.  After  two  weeks  rest  the  Boilermakers  again 
invaded  a  foreign  camp  only  to  meet  defeat  for  the  Northwestern 
athletes  were  not  content  until  they  had  accumulated  five 
touchdowns  and  amassed  a  total  of  thirty-eight  points.  Huffine 
surprised  everyone  by  kicking  two  field  goals.

Throughout  the  season  he  fitted 
well  in  the  team  and  was  always 
a  hghter.  .Markle.v  In^s  two  or 
more  years  to  pla\'  and  during  this 
time  should  materially  aid  in  Pur- 
due victories. 
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lOACH  O'CONNOR  was  named  track  coach  last  fall  after  Coaches  Wilson 
and  Morrill  had  resigned.  The  new  Purdue  mentor  is  a  former  student 
of  Holy  Cross,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  track  team,  running  the 
.shortei'  distances.  Since  that'  time  he  coached  at  Bates  College  three  years  and 
then  went  to  Brown,  where  he  had  charge  of  the  thinly  clads  for  five  years.  After  a 
year  in  business  he  was  induced  to  come  to  Purdue  and  since  last  fall  has  had  charge 
of  tlie  Old  Gold  and  Black  runners. 

Three  meets  have  been  engaged  in  this  winter,  the  one  with  Chicago  being  lost 
while  that  against  Northwestei'n  was  won  by  a  54  to  32  score.  The  Boiler- 
makers placed  fifth  at  the  indoor  conference  meet  but  would  have  finished  one 
notch  higher  had  not  Van'  Aken  been  flisqualified  after  winning  the  half  mile  in 
record  time.  A  relay  team  was  entered  at  Illinois  on  March  3  l)ut  failed  to  win 
because  of  the  poor  condition  of  Large.  Atkins  was  to  have  gone  but  was  declared 
ineligible  at  the  last  minute  and  the  coach  was  forced  to  select  Large  although  the 
latter  had  just  recovered  from  a  serious  illness. 

Of  the  meets  during  the  spring  of  1916  the  Purdue  representatives  were  fairly 
successful.  Pui'due  lost  to  Wisconsin  88  to  47  but  won  from  Northwestern  81  to 
l").  Chicago  was  victoi-  in  a  dual  meet  91|to43|.  In  the  annual  State  meet  Purdue  was  nosed  out  of  first 
place  by  Nolle  Dame  l)ecause  of  a  lack  of  splinters.  Notre  Dame  scored  43|  points  while  Purdue  scored  40 
points.  At  tlie  outdoor  conference  meet  last  June  the  Boilermakers  scored  11  points,  landing  in  sixth  place. 
Ai'buckl(>  won  the  javelin  throw  while  VanAken  won  third  in  the  half  and  Atkins  third  in  the  two  mile.  A 
relay  team  was  again  sent  to  the  Drake  Relays  and  again  won,  lowering  its  former  record.  V.  H.  Campb(>ll, 
l.Mi'ge,   l'\    l'\   Campbell  and   X'aiiAkcn   were  t'le  I'unners.

take  place  in  Ai)iil.  A  call  was  issued  for  men  and  after  two 
tryoutssix  men  wcmc  selected  as  regulars  and  two  as  alter- 
nates. 'I'lic  result'^  that  year  were  highly  satisfactory.  The 
next  yeai'  Iowa  State  ,\gricul(  nral  ('()ll(>g(>  applied  for  admis- 
sion and  was  accejitcd,  thus  making  the  first  ti'iangular 
debate  oicui'  in  lOb").

Coach  Thurber,  who 
came  to  Purdue  from  Wabash  last  year,  and  Coach  McDowell, 
a  Colgate  graduate  of  the  T6  class,  went  to  work  with  a  will  and 
succeeded  in  turning  out  two  teams  that  were  a  credit  to  the 
University.

TH18  year's  Harlequin  Clui)  production,  "One  Moment, 
Please,"  was  a  notable  one,  for  it  was  in  every  sense 
of  the  word  a  Purdue  show,  wi'itten  by  a  Purdue  student, 
coiiiposcd  by  Purdue  students  and  acted  and  directed  by  Pur- 
due students.  The  libretto  was  written  by  H.  T.  De  Hart, 
niana^pr  of  the  club,  who  designed  the  production  on  such 
clever  lines  that  it  gave  opportunity  for  all  sorts  of  innovations. 
Mr.  De  Hart's  efforts  toward  making  the  show  a  success  were 
untiring.  Everyone  and  everything  camo  under  his  personal 
direction  and  he  managed  the  artistic  as  well  as  the  mechanical 
matters  of  production.  Mr.  De  Hart  had  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Harlequin  Club  the  year  before  and  had  coUaboi'ated 
willi  (Jeorge  Ade  in  writing  Lyrics,  and  he  was  thus  able  to 
bring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  work  for  the  carrying  out  of 
t  his  year's  protluction.  The  production  resembled  the  modern, 
metropolitan  revue,  and,  as  such,  had  a  diversity  of  plot,  subject 
matter  and  scene  that  made  it  remarkably  interesting  from 
l)(>giiuiing  to  end.  The  play  was  two  hours  in  length  and  was

Macey.  The  story  concerned  Purdue  life  and  customs  and 
served  to  emphasize  the  picturesque  and  humorous  aspects  of 
the  University.  The  music  was  written  by  0.  K.  Quivey,  was 
very  tuneful  and  served  to  enhance  the  value  of  the  produc- 
tion. Mr.  Quivey  was  the  composer  of  the  "Land  O'  Dreams." 
Graceful  melodies  and  lively  dance  numbers  were  among  the 
admirable  features  of  the  score.  Among  the  novelties  the  in- 
terpolation of  typical  Purdue  artistic  activities,  including  the 
Ukelele  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  O.  M.  Wolfe,  the 
style  revue  with  modern  gowns  and  the  national  revue  with 
costumes  appropriate  to  every  country.

OKOANIZED  ill  tlir  fall  of  1914,  in  order  that  the  Uiii- 
\(-rsity  mi^ht  become  acquainted  with  the  latest  move- 
ment in  the  world  of  dramatics,  the  English  Department 
Player.^  rapidly  forged  to  the  front,  soon  becoming  a  popular 
body  among  the  students.  The  greatest  achievement  which 
came  1o  this  group  of  players  in  1916  was  the  recognition  by 
the  faculty  of  its  efforts  and  the  subsequent  forming  of  a 
permanent  organization. 

This  organization  has  been  useful  to  a  great  extent  in  further- 
ing the  interest  of  the  university  body  in  the  legitimate  drama 
and  the  ])roductioiis  offered  by  this  organization  have  been  kept 
on  a  v(>ry  high  plane. 

The  first  I'eadings  in  costume  which  the  English  Department 
Players  gave  were  presented  in  Fowler  Hall  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Bernard  Sobel  of  the  English  department.  They  in- 
( liidcd  the  following  plays:  "The  Gentle  Jury,"  by  Arlo  Bates; 
"The  Work-House  Ward,"  by  Lady  Gregory;  "The  Fifth  Com- 
inandment,"  by  Stanley  Houghton;  "A  Marriage  Has  Been 
Ari:iiig(>d,"  l)y  Alfred  Sutro. 

i'ccaiisc  of  the  success  of  these  plays  the  members  of  the  or- 
ganization wei'e  spurred  to  greater  efforts  and  in  due  course  of 
time  read   I  lie  following  plays:     ".The  Twelve  Pound  Look;" 


"On  His  Devoted  Head;"  "By  Ourselves;"  "The  Lost  Silk 
Hat;"  "A  Doctor  in  Spite  of  Himself;"  and  "Marse  Coving- 
ton." 

In  the  fall  of  1916  the  first  four-act  play  ever  given  before 
a  Purdue  audience  was  produced  in  Fowler  Hall.  "Her  Choice" 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  entertaining  readings  given  by  the 
club. 

In  February  the  Little  Theatre  Society  of  Indiana  was  in- 
duced to  give  four  plays  in  Fowler  Hall.

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American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers 


As  early  as  the  year  1897  the  faculty  and  student  me^ibers 
of  the  School  of  Mechanical  Engineering  deemed  it  neces- 
sary to  have  some  type  of  organization  which  would 
l)i'ing  the  students  in  closer  touch  with  the  faculty  and  with  each 
other,  and  also  to  furnish  a  suitable  supplement  to  the  regular 
school  woik.  To  accomplish  this  purpose  a  society  was  formed 
known  as  the  Mechanical  Engineering  Society  of  Purdue  Univer- 
sity. This  society  continued  until  1909  when  it  became  affiliated 
with  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  as  a 
student  branch.  The  Purdue  branch  was  the  third  one  to  be 
foi'med.  Since  then  the  affiliated  student  branches  have  been 
estal)lished  in  all  the  prominent  engineering  schools  of  the  coun- 
t  ry,  at  present  t  hei'c  being  forty-three  different  student  societies. 
Altliough  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  year  it  was  urged  by  the 


faculty  speakers  that  a  large  percent  of  the  programs  be 
given  by  the  students  for  the  purpose  of  bettering  their  speaking 
ability,  nevertheless  the  management  for  the  entire  year  have 
thought  that  such  ability  should  be  gained  in  the  various  literary 
and  debating  societies  and  also  from  the  senior  seminar  work, 
and  at  the  meetings  such  programs  should  be  given  and  such 
speakers  obtained  as  to  enable  those  attending  the  meetings 
to  attain  the  maximum  benefits.  The  society  has  been  fortunate 
in  having  interesting  and  instructive  meetings  through  the 
entire  school  year. 

Due  to  the  generosity  of  Dean  C.  H.  Benjamin  the  society 
was  presented  with  the  Benjamin  Loan  Library  which  was 
placed  in  the  A.  S.  M.  E.  reading  room  and  is  at  the  disposal  of 
all  members.

THE  purpose  of  the  Purdue  student  branch  of  the   Amer- 
ican   Institute   of    Electrical    Engineers   is   the   advance- 
ment  and  free  discussion  of  electrical  subjects  among  its 
mcmljers.

This  has  been  a  profitable  and  active  year  for  the  society,

'17,  was  elected  as  president  early  in  the  year  to  take  the  place 
of  R.  H.  '^rownscnd,  '17,  who  was  forced  to  resign  because  of 
leaving  Purdue.  An  encouraging  feature  of  the  branch's  work 
has  been  the  large  number  of  seniors  and  juniors  who  have 
joined  the  organization.  Members  from  the  two  lower  classes 
have  not  been  quite  so  numerous.     At  present  the  branch  has 


96  local  members  of  whom  19  are  national  organization 
members. 

The  year's  program  committee  has  inaugurated  a  new 
policy  of  arranging  for  talks  and  discussions  by  the  students 
themselves  whenever  possible,  with  the  dual'  purpose  of  devel- 
oping good  speakers  among  the  students  and  creating  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  meetings. 

Some  very  important  work  has  been  done  by  the  constitu- 
tional revision  committee.  They  have  virtually  drafted  a  new 
constitution  and  by-laws  for  the  branch,  containing  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  the  old  constitution  but  designed  for 
the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  branch.  With  this  as  a 
guide  the  work  of  the  society  is  sure  to  be  more  systematic 
and  successful  in  the  future  than  ever  before.

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The  Civil  Engineering  Society 


THE  Civil  Enjj;ineering  Society,  which  is  the  oldest  of  the 
engineciin^-  societies,  was  organized  in  1893.  During 
the  quarter  century  of  its  existence,  its  membership  has 
increased  from  a  mere  handful  to  over  three  hundred. 

The  purpose  of  the  Civil  Engineering  Society  as  set  down  in 
its  constitution  is,  "To  encourage  professional  improvement 
and  good  fellowship  among  its  members  by  the  reading  of  such 
|)apers  and  the  discussion  of  such  subjects  as  pertain  to  civil 
engineering,  together  with  the  collection  of  books  and  drawings 
that  are  of  interest  to  engineers." 

Ill  oi'der  that  the  members  might  become  at  once  better  ac- 
(|uaiiit('d  and  organized,  a  get-together  smoker  was  held  shortly 
after  the  opening  of  school  last  fall.  Because  of  the  large  num- 
ber that  attended,  the  good  plans  laid  out  for  the  coming  year, 
the  spirit  in  which  the  old  "Camp"  songs  were  sung,  and  the 
eagerness  of  freshmen  and  non-members  to  join  the  society, 
tl)(>  meeting  ])rove(l  an  immense  success  and  gave  promise  of  a 
very  successful  year.

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The  Purdue  Agricultural  Society 


ON  September  seventeenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
a  comiiany  of  agricultural  students  gathered  in  the  Ag- 
i-icultural  Building  and  founded  the  Purdue  Agricul- 
lui'al  Society.  Then  the  Agricidtural  College  was  small  and 
the  whole  science  of  agriculture  was  in  a  more  or  less  unde- 
veloped stage.  The  mcml)ers  founded  the  organization  with 
llic  pui-jxise  of  giving  opportunity  for  public  speaking  and  a 
means  whereby  agricultural  subjects  could  be  discussed.  The 
motto  adopted  was  "Eternal  Vigilance  is  the  Price  of  Success." 
The  same  spii'il  wliich  characterized  the  little  groups  of  students 
tiiat  met  in  t  he  early  days  still  remains  with  its  members  who 
fiom  yeai'  to  year  go  into  the  vai'ious  lines  of  agricultural 
woik. 

'i'urning  oui'  attention  more  pai'ticularly  to  the  work  of  the 
colleg(>  year  nineteen  hundred  sixteen  and  seventeen,  we  find 
that,  as  is  I  he  annual  custom,  t  li(>  society  gave  a  reception  for 
the  freshmen  who  come  here  to  study  agriculture.  Later  in 
the  year  a  similar  recejition  was  given  for  the  wintei'  course 
students,  'i'liese  m(>etings  are  arranged  for  the  pui'pose  of 
inspiring  the  ncnv  comei's  toward  better  things  in  agriculture 
and  to  make  them  fe(>l  that  all  have  a  common  interest  in 
dev('loi)ing  the  agricultui'c  of  oui-  country.  This  society  was 
also  responsible  for  an  exchange  progi'am  with  the  agricultural 
students  of  Illinois  Univei'sity.  The  pi-ogram  was  given  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner,  .\fter  the  ])i()gram  the  animal 
l);iii((uet  of  the  society  was  held  which  was  not  only  a  source  of 


pleasure  and  recreation  but  also  a  means  of  increasing  interest 
in  agricultural  work. 

However,  the  society  has  done  work  which  is  more  extensive 
in  nature.  It  is  responsible  for  the  reading  room  in  the  agri- 
cultural building.  During  the  present  year  the  society  has 
been  instrumental  in  encouraging  the  agricultural  students  to 
support  the  Purdue  Egg  Show  and  Horticultural  Exhibits.  In 
both  events  the  organization  gave  silver  cups  as  prizes.  Per- 
haps the  most  far-reaching  work  the  society  has  attempted 
and  successfully  carried  out  has  been  the  publishing  of  the 
"Purdue  Agriculturist,"  an  agricultural  journal.  This  paper 
was  first  published  in  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  since  that 
time  has  enjoyed  a  phenomenal  growth,  the  circulation  of  the 
present  year  being  slightly  past  the  two  thousand  mark. 
These  copies  are  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  state. 

The  organization  has  been  the  means  of  keeping  the  mem- 
bers unified  in  their  efforts  toward  the  accomplishment  of 
definite  aims.  It  has  aided  the  students  in  developing  power 
antl  initiative  which  have  been  of  great  value  in  later  life. 
Such  is  the  work  which  the  society  has  accomplished.  It  has 
established  a  place  for  itself  in  the  lives  of  the  agricultural 
students.  It  is  not  possible  to  predict  just  what  new  lines  of 
work  will  be  taken  up  in  the  future.  If  present  success  and 
interest  can  be  relied  upon  the  future  of  the  society  is  promising 
and  its  standing  as  one  of  th(>  important  student  organizations 
in  the  [Tniversitv  assui'ed.

IN  the  old  (liij's  there  was  chaos.  In  the  work  of  the  mih- 
tary  department  laxity  of  discipUne  prevailed,  and  aimless- 
ness  of  projirain  and  consequent  dislike  of  the  student  body 
for  all  things  military.  Indeed,  such  was  the  ill  favor  with 
which  the  cadets  regarded  the  entire  system  that  it  was  the 
height  of  the  unpopular  to  express  appreciation  or  like  for  mili- 
tni-y  training.  Well  within  the  memory  of  this  class  is  the  time 
when  even  the  generous  attitude  toward  "war"  was  that  which 
held  it  to  be  a  tolerable  joke.  And  a  cadet  officer — well,  forgive 
liim.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  truly  knew  not  what  he  did. 
Tin  re  came  into  those  conditions  in  1913  a  new  factor,  a  com- 


mandant of  cadets  who  had  been  graduated  from  Purdue  five 
years  before,  Robert  George  Kirkwood,  first  lieutenant  Third 
Field  Artillery.  He  knew  Purdue;  he  knew  men;  and  he  knew 
military  affairs  in  large  and  in  detail  and  he  knew  how  to 
work.  Yet  he  began  quietly  with  no  prognostications  of 
what  was  to  happen.  The  new  commandant  never  even 
startled  the  corps.     But,  the  new  regime  was  on. 

The  cadet  officers  began  to  realize  that  they  knew  too  little 
about  commanding,  about  drill  regulations  and  the  execution 
of  commands,  and  about  military  courtesy.  The  establish- 
ment of  an  officers' school  was  the  first  overt  act.  It  struck  the 
root  of  the  trouble,  and  gradual  improvement  was  at  once  dis- 
cernable.  Competition  between  officers  was  instituted,  and 
advancement  was  leased  on  merit  as  evidenced  in  both  practical 
and    theoretical   examinations.     The   "Crack   Company"   and 
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"Crack  Squad"  came  into  existence,  and  spurred  the  younji;er 
officers  to  greater  effort.  It  has  been  said  that  at  the  close  of 
Lieut.  Kirkwood's  connection  with  the  corps  the  sergeants  have 
a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  military  work  than  did  the 
captains  when  he  came.  This  production  of  a  higher  quality 
of  officer  has  been  fundamental  in  effecting  the  remarkable 
development  of  military  training  in  the  University.  Two  domi- 
nant factors  were  stressed  in  the  education  of  an  officer;  he  was 
taught  to  know  and  visualize  thoroughly  the  details  of  the  com- 
mon infantry  movements,  and  he  was  taught  to  give  his  oral 
commands  with  surety  and  snap,  at  the  same  time  being  brought 
to  understand  that  significant  advice  of  the  commandant, 
"speak  to  your  men  always  as  if  you  were  instructing,  not  as  if 
you  were  commanding." 

The  superior  grade  of  cadet  officer  made  possible  a  careful 
systematizing  of  the  course.  The  initial  step  with  the  entire 
corps  was  a  division  whereby  such  cadets  as  expressed  a  desire 
to  do  more  painstaking  work  were  formed  into  separate  com- 
panies. The  plan,  though  a  risky  one,  was  eminently  success- 
ful, founding  a  nucleus  of  interested  cadets.  The  standard  of 
drill  established  by  them  was  the  initiation  of  the  steady 
impprovement  that  has  since  obtained. 

A  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  instill  into  the  corps  a 
feeling  of  the  patriotism  that  is  inseparably  connected  with  this 
preparation  for  national  defense.  The  spirit  of  militarism  has 
been  studiously  avoided,  and  all  emphasis  put  on  a  high  spirit 
of  patriotic  sacrifice. 

The  corps  no  longer  indulges  in  the  constitutional  hikes  out 
the  west  road  for  a  single  superb  performance  of  "Squads  Right 
About"  after  a  lazy  mile  of  "Route  Step,"  for  the  i)hysical  phase 


of  the  wcjik  has  heen  made  siii)S('rvient  to  tlie  execution  of  tiic 
regular  foot  movements.  Freciuciii  and  varied  commands, 
together  with  a  happy  simulation  of  field  conditions,  keep  the 
cadets  interested  and  busy.  Actually  playing  the  game  has 
])roved  appealing.  The  coniiiiaiid  "Rest"  has  become  more  and 
more  infrequent.  The  men  work  busily  for  an  hour;  enjoy 
the  more  strenuous  exercise;  take  more  pride  in  acquiring  a 
soldierly  bearing;  and  no  longer  feel  that  time  drags  during 
militar}'  di'ill. 

This  military  imagina- 
tion and  adaptability  of 
the  officers — the  ability  to 
give  the  work  a  cHstinctivc 
aim  and  make  the  details 
interesting  as  well  as  clearly 
worth  while — has  in  a  large 
measure  removed  th.e  dis- 
cipline trouble  of  field  work. 
Now  the  busy  man  is  quiet 
and  industrious,  where  for 
merly  the  idle  man  found 
threat  delight  in  imitating 
the  Ford  or  holding  a  l)ani- 
yard   conference.

WHP]N  you  see  the  Stars  and  Stripes  displayed,  sun,  stand  up  and 
take  off  your  liat.

For  of  all  the  signs  and  symbols  since  the  world  began  there  was 
never  another  so  full  of  meaning  as  the  flag  of  this  country. 

It  means  the  answered  prayer  of  generations  of  slaves,  of  the  heroes 
of  Greece,  of  the  human  chatties  of  Rome,  of  the  vassals  of  feudalism,  of 
the  serfs  of  Russia,  of  the  blacks  of  America,  of  all  who,  whipped  and 
cursed,  have  crawled  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave  through  all  time. 

Your  flag  stands  for  humanity,  for  an  equal  opportunity  to  all  the 
sons  of  men.  Of  course,  we  haven't  ai'rived  yet  at  that  goal;  there  are 
injustices  yet  among  us,  many  senseless  and  cruel  customs  of  the  past 
still  clinging  to  us,  but  the  only  hop(^  of  righting  the  wrongs  of  men  lies 
in  the  feeling  produced  in  our  bosoms  by  the  sight  of  that  flag.

1 1  has  a  power  concealed  in  its  folds  and  scatters  abroad  an  influence 
from  ils  lliil  I  clings.  That  ])ower  and  influences  mean  that  in  due  time, 
slowl\   and   li,\    Force  of  law,  yet  surely  as  the  footstc^ps  of  God,  the  last 


ancient  fraud  shall  be  smitten,  the  last  unearned  privilege  removed,  the 
last  irregularity  set  right,  the  last  man  shall  have  a  place  to  work  and  a 
living  wage,  the  last  woman  shall  have  all  her  rights  of  person  and  of 
citizenship,  and  the  last  and  least  of  children  shall  be  sheltered  and  trained 
and  equipped  by  the  sovereign  state,  and  so  have  their  right  to  live.

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The  Fable  of  the  Fluff  Brothers
